(rude oil has advanced during the 
time the gasoline prices were ad- 
vaneing from $1.25 to $2.55 a bar- 
rel for the highest grade of crude 
oll, that ts, the crude oil having 
the highest gasoline content. While 
erude oj] has advanced almost (0 
per cent, gasoline has advanced, as 
vou say, about 56 per cent. Gaso- 
line has seldom, if ever, in the last 
five -years advanced or declined in 
price in equal proportion with ‘the 
advance or decline in crude oil. The 
large steck of crude oil and gaso- 
line in tNe hands of refiners has 
acted as a buffer or cushion between 
the petroleum industry and the pub- 
lic in taking up the shock of the 
violent fluctuations in the prices 
paid for erude oil. The public has 
enjoved the use of gasoline at prices 
that more nearly represent the aver- 
age cost of crude oll ta the refiner 
than is generally understood. 

The Violent fluctuations in the 
prices paid for crude oil are en- 
tirely natural and are in no: way 
due to manipulation or control. 
These prices are the result of, and 
should be the® best eVidence of, the 
free operation of the law of supply 
and demand. A very smal over- 
supply of fresh crude, in fact, less 
than 4 10 per cent dversupply, will 
and does caus? an enormous de- 
celine in price. We have experienced 
in recent years declines from $3.50 
5S barrel to $1 a barrel within a few 
weeks. Undersupply will and does 
cause an advance in price almost, 
though net quite so great, as the 
declines. These advances are not so 
great because of the large stocks 
of crude on hand, and the advances 
are generally brought about by the 
competitive bidding for crude oil of 
those refining companies not carry- 
ing stocks of crude, but depending 
entirely upon current production for 
their raw material.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24—America 
should take the lead in disarmament 
and then invite other nations to fol- 
low. 

This is the opinion expressed 
President Coolidge before more 
than 100 women representing the 
Women's Conference on National 
Defense as Peace Insurance, who 
were guests of the President on 
Washington's birthday in the East 
Kioom of the White House.

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we can hope is to secure general ac- 
ceptance, in good faith and without 
reservation, of the view that what- 
ever armaments we create, whatever 
preparations we make shall be lim-

of security. 

A country so powerful in numbers 
and wealth, so fortunate in its loca- 
tion as our own, can and should set 
an example of moderation in arma- 
ment, and should invite others to 
pursue a similar program. I do not 
think we would set a good example 
by abolishing our army and navy, 
but we can afford to limit our mili- 
tary and naval establishments so as 
to assure that, while determined and 
able to defend ourselves, we have 
no intent of aggression. If every

able to reduce the strength and cost 
of armaments. 

We ean hardly doubt that the 
world is moving away from the day 
of mere force and approaching the 
day when reason shall rule. There 
are times when it is not easy to be 
sure that we are really thus pro- 
gressing.

And whenever a 
particular nation shall convince its 
neighbors of such a purpose of mod- 
eration without aggression, it would 
be easy for other nations to adopt a 
similar attitude. 


Sees Great Progress 

There is, I believe, so general an 
agreement with these suggestions 
that further accomplishments in the 
direction of armament reduction 
should be possible. This does 
mean that we intend to leave our- 
selves unprotected, or to ask any 
other nation to be unprotected. 
Marnestly as we desire the substitu- 


tion of law for force, we shall not 
strip ourselves of the means of se- 
curity. Even the most law-abiding 
of communities do not dismiss their 
police forces. No more can a great 
nation take the risk of leaving itself 
to be menaced by disorder. 

About In proportion as the nations 
shall make progress in creating 
effective tribunals for the peaceful 
settlement of international differ- 
ences, they will find themselves 
able to lessen their military estab- 
lishments.

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CHECK SYSTEM 


Currency Inflation to Be 
Avoided in Every Way, 
Says M. Herriot 


By SISLEY HUDDLESTON 
PARIS, Feb. 8 (Special OCorre- 


spondence) — Spirited efforts are 
being made to introduce the check 


into commercial and ordinary life in 


France. It is. amazing how archaic 


France is in this respect. The largest 
sums often change hands in bank- 
notes, and even large firms are re- 
luctant to give or accept the check. 

The consequence is that a great 


deal more paper money is necessary 


in France than would be used were 
transactions to be completed with- 
out the actual exchange of paper 
money. 

There is no problem graver for 
France than the problem of currency 
inflation. It has been legally decided 
that not more than 41,000,000,000 


francs should be'in circulation, but. 
the banknotes already 


issued in 
France almost touch what is known 
as “the ceiling.”’ 

Moreover, this year the heaviest 
payments must be made by the 
French Treasury. The National De- 
fense bonds fall due, and the holders 
will expect settlement in cash. Now, 
if once the legal limit of: banknotes 
in circulation is passed, France will 
enter upon the slippery slope of in- 
flation, and that means, sooner cr 
later, national bankruptcy. 

Bonds Must Be Paid 

On the other hand, it would never 
do to refuse to pay those who apply 
to the Treasury with their National 
Defense bonds in their hands. The 
least sign of inability to pay on the 
part of: the Treasury will cause a 


panic. 

It must be confessed that the 
simple solution of the extension of 
the use of the check might have been 
thought of long before, and that ac- 


ne steps should have been taken to 
pread the idea of the substitution of 
the check for -cash wherever pos- 
sible. The State itself has always 
discouraged the check, and some de- 
partments have declined. to accept 
the checks of citizens for payments 
due to the State. 

One inquiry made among the high 
functionaries of the. French Treasury 
showed that only two of them had 
personal banking accounts, and thus 
were able to draw checks. This re- 
veals an almost ‘incredibly old-fash- 
joned cast of mind, and the task of 
he Finance Minister who wishes to 
reform French practices will be no 
easy one, | 

All Officials to Get Checks 

He has, however, set to work to 
introduce beveral reforms by way of 
example. All officials,.except the 
most humble class, are in future to 
be pale be check. The —— ape. 


‘| senators, instead of receiving 


re- 
muneration in cash, will receive it by 
check. All the administrative depart- 
ments are informed that they must 
accept the checks of the public. It is 
hoped that the insufficiency of notes 
wil} be quickly remedied by these 
and similar processes which will be 
imitated by Frenchmen generally. 
Some of the measures taken by M. 
Clémentel appear to be a disguised 
sort of inflation, even while he is pro- 
testing against inflation, For ex- 
ample, the withdrawal of notes from 
the colonies and from the Sarre, and 
the substitution of other money, is 
not altogether reassuring. In re- 
stricting the area in which French 
money circulates the amount,is be- 
ing proportionately increased. Never- 
theless one need not begrudge M. 
Clémentel the small amount that he 
may recover in this fashion, After 
all, it is chiefiy the effort to popu- 
larize the check on which he counts, 
It is pointed out that there is a his- 


torical precedent. In 1844 England 
overcame a financial crisis by adopt- 
ing more generally the check sys- 
tem. It is strange that France should 
learn the lesson so long afterwards. 

At the same time, M. Herriot made 
a solemn statement expressing the 
hostility of France to inflation in any 
form whatever. He declared: 

It is time to speak courageously to 
the Nation. To give even the war 
victims satisfaction by the aid of 
artifices would be a procedure mor- 
ally condemnable. I do not know 
what will happen to me, but I af- 
firm gravely that I will not tolerate 
any: inflation, whatever may be the 
consequences. 

After the War of Secession, the 
United States traversed a difficult 
period, and there was recourse to in- 


flation. At last a day came when 
President Grant decided that not 
another note should be printed, no, 
matter what the result. However 
heroic might be the obligations w hich 
France would have to accept, it is 
~ essential that everything should be 
subordinated to the necessity of 
bringing to an end a policy of loans 
and of expedients.

SEVERE IN INDIA 


Bengal Committee’ S ee 
Makes Many Sweeping 
Recommendations 


— 


CALCUTTA, Jan. 19 (Special Cof- 
respondence)——Some two years ago a 
very representative committee was 
appointed by the Government of Ben- 

gal to investigate unemployment 

among the Indian and Anglo-Indian 
communities in' the Province. The 
problem of unemployment is excep- 
tionally severe in Calcutta and among 
Anglo-Indians, or Eurasians, as they 
used to be called. This committee 
has at length‘reported and its rec- 
ommendations are now under the 
consideration of the Government. 

The main proposals of the com- 
‘mittee are as follows: That all pub-

In his museum in Detroit Mr. Ford | 


is gathering relics of pioneer inven-| 
tions. It\is his wish to set aside one 
room for the works of Mr. Edison, 
who, to Ford, is more than the 
world’s greatest inventor. The two 
are close friends and neighbors on 
Calosahatchee Bay, a mile from Fort 
Myers. |

Edison worked out a substitute for 
the old carbon filament then used in 
electric light bulbs. Here he also 
perfected the modern incandescent 
lamp.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 18 (Special Cor-| 
respondence)—At last, after many | 
years of work in restricted and | 
inadequate premises, Shanghai has a) 
post office of size and majesty in 
keeping with the enormous develop- 
ment of this institution in the city 
and district surrounding. 

The post office is the one institu- 
tion in this country which is not | 


affected by wars and politieal in- | 
trigues. Within the last 25 years the | 
history of Shanghai Post Office has | 
been one of continuous growth, pro- | 
viding in place of the small service’ 
of the customs and many Chinese} 
concerns that carried mail matter, an | 
institution which augurs well for the | 
prosperity~of China when the same 
spirit of enterprise, untrammeled by. 
politics, has been introduced nation- 
wide. 

In 1921 the amount of mail matter 
was 14 times as great as in 1906, In 
the year 1918 the total of mail. matter 
posted fn Shanghai was greater than 
that for all ina 10 years previously. 
Money or “transactions ‘show a 
similar healthy. growth, increasing 
from $451,535 in 1906 to $8,337,993 inf 
1921. When. the foreign powers, act- 
ing on the agreement reached at the | 
Washington Conference, closed their | 
post offices in Shanghai, the effect on 
the business of the Chinese Post 
Offge was seen ifmmediately by a’ 
large increase in the figures. 

The old post office was located in 
Peking Road, but the new building ‘is 
on North Soochow Road, beside the 
Soochow Creek, the famous, watey- 
way which has borne a large quan- 
tity of China's inland trade for cen- 
turles. This district 1s slowly ,being 
developed, and the erection of the 
Chinese Post Office there is expected 
to lead to much greater wir 2 
ments. 

The new building is. the latgest 
post office building in Chiga, and | 
has been erected solely with the 
view to handling expeditiously the |

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Systematic Management Brings $5 an ‘Acre, Says 
Samuel T. Dana, Director of the Northeastern 
Forest. Experiment Station 


| E time has come for the occu- 

pants of 5,000,000 American 

farms to reap annually a crop 
worth $5, or more, an acre from their 
150,000,000 acres of wood lots, also 
for agricultural colleges to point out 
the importance of the wood lot tim- 
ber crops to students who are not 
_ taking special forestry courses. This 
is the opinion of Samuel T. Dana, 
director of the northeastern forest 
experiment station, Amherst, Mass. 


Proper management will bring 2]- 
most any wood lot to the production 
point in a decade, Mr. Dana says, 
and thereafter the timber crop vomes 
along annually with about one-six- 
teenth of the care required by other 
farm crops. A fairly large number 
of farmers, particularly in the New 
England and middle states--not so 
many years ago the great timber 
sources of America—are now han- 
aling their wood lots systematically

In the widespread 
agricultural depression of a year or 
so ago, the wood lots yielded $5 or 
more an acre, while corn netted $2.45 
an acre and farmers were actually 
losing $1.92 an acre on wheat and 
$1.65 an acre on oats. 
Profitable Winter Work 

“The movement to utilize the 
wood lot as a regular crop ‘area is 
widespread and gradually growing 
more intense,” said Mr. Dana in dis- 
cussing the reforestation situation 
vesterday. “Sometimes I am sur- 
prised to discover supposedly unpro- 
gressive members of our New Eng- 
land rural communities planting 
trees and taking care of their wood 
lots. Some of them are even plant- 
ing hardwoods in spite of the length 
of time they take to mature. Re- 
planting costs from $15 to $20 an 


acre. A good many farmers who are | 


interested in the development of 
wood lots find that they can buy up 
property covered with good second 
growth trees for $5 or $10 an acre. 
By cutting out the 
trees, or thinning where the growth 
is too dense, the remaining timber 
is given a chance to develop. The 
winter months, when ordinary farm 
work is stopped, is the time for reap- 
ing the timber crop. The farmers 
with good-sized wood lots are able 
to keep their equipment and em- 
ployees at work all the year round 
and increase their chanees of earn- 
ing a living proportionally.” 

That now is the time for the great- 
est wood-consuming country in the 
world to undertake scriously the re- 
habilitation of its wood lots is evi- 
dent from the Census Bureau figures. 
The virgin forests have fallen from 
§22,600,000 acres to 138,000,000 acres 
~ and the rest is almost all of it in 
remote regions. In addition, there 
are 113,800,000 acres of cut-over and 
burnt-over forests with second- 
growth trees of saw timber size and 
136,400,000 acres with trees of cord- 
wood size. Included in the 469,500,- 
000 acres of forest and so-called for- 
est land is a patch of 81,200,000 acres 
of stumps and barren wastes which 
is being reforested at the rate of 
four-hundredths of 1 per cent a 
vear. About 10,000,000 acres of cut- 
over land is taken annually for farm 
purposes—enough to counterbalance 
the farm land abandoned as unprofit- 
able. a 

The United States cuts and wastes 
—the waste through fire, insects and 
bad handling is two-fifths of the entire 
drain—26,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
timber annually. If the waste could 
be eliminated, the drain would be no 
greater in 1950 than it is now an- 
nually. To make up for the losses, 
6,000,000,000 cubic feet of timber are 
grown annually. To balance the 
drain, 52.8 cubic feet should be 
grown annually on every forest acre. 
America is actually growing an av- 
erage of 12.8. Germany is growing 
52 cubic feet of timber on each forest 
acre a year; France, 38; Austria, 35; 
Switzerland, x Japan, 28.1; 
Sweden, 23.6. However, the older 
countries have had time enough to 
appreciate forests and to learn how 
to grow them. America has only

The explanations which 
are given in this connection show 
that the village Communists are not 
always carrying out the new instruc- 
i'tions from the center to take more 
account of the desires and suscepti- 
bilities of the peasants in arranging 
elections. 

Election Irregularities

Elections Canceled 


The canceling of the elections in 


pernaadoowd acted with a rough or 
tactless disregard for the wishes of 
the peasants is one sign of the new 
political policy of the Communist 
Party and the Soviet Government in 
the villages. Another sign which 
points in the same direction is the 
calling of a conference for the pur- 
pose of discussing ways and means 
of enlarging the scope and heighten- 
ing the activities of the soviets. 

It is generally realized that the 
isolation of the Communist officials 
among the vast masses of the peas- 
,ant population can only lead to harm- 


ful political consequences, and that 
\the more direct participation of the 
,;peasants in the local soviets would 
| bea valuable aid in checking bureau- 
_cracy, corruption and other abuses 
| which tend to grow up when officials 
'feel little sense of responsibility to 
the population which they rule. But 
‘it is not easy to introduce immedi- 
‘ately a process of democratization 
in the local administration. Many 
of the village Communists scarcely 
| possess the psychology for appreci- 
‘ating the necessity for a change of 
| policy.

Miss Melanie Murdock’s New Technique

VISIT to the Art Center in New 

York introduced the writer to 

the hooked rugs of Miss Melanie 
Murdock. Of the making of hooked 
rugs there is no end at the present 
time, but of the making of them like 
Miss Murdock’s there is an end just 
as soon as one excludes her. In 
other words, she has developed a 
technique all her own and one in 
which she has no competitor. 

The fact that the technique had 
been worked out in an original man- 
ner was obvious, but the method re- 
mained obscure and so the inquisi- 
tive visitor to that exhibition, held 
by the Art Alliance of America, put 
herself into communication with the 
artist, bent on finding out all that

Responsible Labor leaders in Great Britain 
are beginning to realize the dangerous nature 
eS _ of the situation created 
\ by wages disputes in 
that country. Mr. Frank 
Hodges, member of the 
late Labor Government, 
who was previously gen- 
eral secretary to the 
Coal Miners’ Federation, 
has been delivering a 
number of sensible addresses in the colliery dis- 
tricts in Wales and northern England in which 
he has stressed this point. Speaking recently at 
Aberaman, Glamorganshire, for example, Mr. 
Hodges declared it the greatest folly in the 
world—fatuous folly—to contemplate a strike 
‘in any industry when that industry was at its 
worst moment of depression. At Neath and 
other centers also, this speaker appealed for a 
temporary truce between Labor and Capital to 
enable the hundred thousand British miners 
now out of employment to be reabsorbed. 

Mr. John R. Clynes, chairman of the Parlia- 
mentary Labor Party, has been giving similarly 
wise advice. “The best service which Lahor 
leaders can render just now,” he said in a recent 
interview, “is to concentrate upon and. support 
any special efforts which are being made to 
strengthen and improve the trade of this coun- 
try.” Mr. Concemore T. Cramp, industrial sec- 
retary of the National Union of Railwaymen, 
speaking at Grantham of the new wages de- 
mand put forward by the organization he repre- 
sents, adopted a similar tone. ‘‘When one is 
talking of strikes, and when one is contemplat- 
ing strikes,’ he said, “one ought always to re- 
member that one is playing with men’s liveli- 
hoods, and that it is other men’s larders that 
are going to feel the pinch.” 

Such words as these are greatly needed just 
now. The British mining federation, represent- 
ing 1,000,000 workers; has given notice of termi- 
nation of its existing wages agreement, in the 
hope of securing better terms from mine-owners 
who, on their side, declare the industry is already 
working at a loss. The National Union of Rail- 
waymen, an organization which controls 650,000 
workers, including the bulk of those employed in 
running this essential class of transport in 
Britain, is engaged in a similar dispute with 
capital. In the case of railways the companies 
estimate the cost of the men’s demands at £ 45,- 
000,000 annually, being in excess of the 
last declared net annual receipts for all lines 
concerned, which were £42,900,000 in 19253. 
The companies further say that railway wages 
are already 115 per cent over prewar rates, 
compared with 70 to 75 per cent in other indus- 
tries. In both railways and mines, terms are 
demanded which the employers declared could 
be granted only at the expense of the genera! 
public, since profits would not suffice to pay 
them. 

The question has thus arisen of the extent to 
which labor is entitled to hold up essential 
services, in order to secure terms not otherwise 
procurable. This has been fairly faced by several 
British Labor thinkers. In a recent letter to the 
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London press, Mr. H. Scott Lindsay, secretary- 


to the Parliamentary Labor Party, said frankly, 
“The community is tired of suffering the hard- 
ships and serious inconvenience resulting from 
such crises.’”’ He went on to ask, “What should 
an enlightened Government do in the eVent of 
a national stoppage, say on the railwavs?”’ 

Replies were at once forthcoming. Mr. Joseph 
Duncan, secretary of the Scottish Farm Serv- 
ants’ Union, wrote: “Obviously the first thing 
-any Government would have to do would be to 
organize the transport of foodstuffs and other 
necessaries. Whatever the merits of the dispute 
might be, the community would not sit down 
and starve while a solution was being sought.” 
Mr. Fred Bramley, secretary of the Trades 
Union Congress, declined to go so far. His view, 
as published in the Daily Herald, is that the 
“right to take industrial action to remedy in- 
dustrial evils” cannot be surrendered in ex- 
change for any alternative by workers emploved 
in essential services. and that all that can be 
done, therefore, is to increase machinery for 
remedying grievances before stoppages taxe 
place, on the ground that “injustice to the 
worker must be accepted as a matter of public 
concern.” 

This argument is supported by Mr. Robert 
Williams, secretary of the National Transport 
Workers’ Federation, who, in a subsequent issue 
in the same journal, said, “‘The community must 
realize that if it underpays its milkmen, its milk 
supply is always in danger: if it underpays its 
railwaymen, its transport is always in danger.” 
Mr: John Wheatley, Health Minister in the late 
Labor Government, is even more emphatic. “The 
worker,” he wrote in the press recently, “must 
be free to strike, provided he is willing to face 
the inconvenient consequences. To deprive him 
of this right is to cross the demarcation line that 
separates industrial freedom from _ industrial 
serfdom.”’. . 

Britain is thus faced with a dilemma. If the 
demands of its miners and railwaymen be not 
granted, the continuance of services essential 
to its industrial existence may be endangered. 
If these demands be granted the cost of living 
to the community at large, already. high, may 
be still further increased. That the strikers 
themselves would be amongst the first to suffer 
under these circumstances is undoubted. That 
at least some of their leaders recognize this fact 
and have begun to make it public may be the 
saving feature in the case.

provoke some vigorous debating before they 
are disposed of. The Government is moving to 
curtail the veto power of the Dominion Senate. 
Canadian senators are appointed for life. They 
are supposed to represent provincial interests, 
but are appointed under the patronage of the 
Federal Government. The present Government 
is Liberal in complexion, but the majority of 
senators are Conservative. Before any reform 
of the Senate can become law, it will be neces- 
sary to get an amendment to the British North 
America Act through the British Parliament at 
Westminster. The Dominion’s first step in this 
direction is to call a conference between the 
federal and provincial government heads to 
secure unanimity. 

Among other government proposals for legis- 
lation ‘this session, equalization of railway 
freight rates between provinces and localities 
should go through without much opposition. 
The necessity of distributing the cost more 
evenly among shippers throughout the country 
is recognized. But when Canadian produce for 
export does reach the seaboard, it is confronted 
with another obstacle to trade, in the shape of 
high ocean freight rates maintained by the 
North Atlantic shipping combine. The Domin- 
ion Government last year instituted an inquiry 


into the operations of that combine. Sufficient 


information has been submitted in a report to 
the Government to inspire legislation, which is 
announced in the speech from the throne, to 
break through the shipping ring if it can be 
done, so far as Canadian imports and exports 
are concerned. 

Proposed legislation regarding the export of 
Canadian wheat is forecast as one outcome of 
the report of a royal commission which last 
year investigated the Canadian grain trade. An 
export duty on Canadian wheat entering the 
United States is being considered. The report 
says that “while, as a general thing export 
duties are to be deprecated, an exceptional 
situation that arises in this instance might 
warrant such an impost.” The protective tariff 
in the United States has been so adjusted that 
Canadian producers are denied the benefit of 
exporting to.United States markets; but under 
provisions governing milling in bond and 
drawbacks, it is quite possible for United States 
millers to obtain Canadian wheat virtually free 
of duty to grind for export. Flour in consid- 
erable quantities, ground in United States mills 
from Canadian wheat, finds its way to overséas 
markets. The benefits of manufacture are lost 
to Canada, while a high tariff prevents Cana- 
dian wheat and wheat products from having 
access to United States markets.

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passed an act extending 
this method to the adju- 
dication and settlement of controversies arising 
in maritime transactions and in interstate and 
foreign commerce. The bill, introduced in the 
senate by Mr. Sterling of, South Dakota, and 
in the House by Mr. Mills of New York, was 
prepared by a committee of the American Bar 
Association, and was sponsored by that body 
and by the Chamber of Commerce of the State 
of New York. The act just passed makes en- 
forceable by the federal courts, just as the New 
York and New Jersey acts make enforceable by 
the state courts, agreements for arbitration 
contained in contracts over which differences 
arise. Otherwise the tribunals organized as 
arbitration courts are similar to those com- 
monly created by mutual agreement. 

Those who have becomé ‘convinced of the 
wisdom of extending the operation of this plan 
to those states which have not already adopted 
it have caused to be introduced in the legisla- 
tures of such states identical bills providing for 
the establishment of courts of arbitration. In 
some states these measures have met deter- 
mined opposition, largely, it appears, from 
cliques of lawyers who assume that a source 
of their revenue would be cut off by the prompt 
and more or less friendly adjustment of those 
disputes which often are expensive to litigants 
who can ill afford the cost of lengthy court 
trials and the law’s delays. In Massachusetts, 
for instance, such a measure has been reported 
adversely, despite the support given it by bar 
associations and commercial organizations. It 
would seem that no legislative body should 
allow such opposition to defeat a much-needed 
measure. ; 

Only by legislative enactment, it is explained, 
can those who are parties to a contract oust the 
jurisdiction of courts of law or courts of equity. 
This is a relic of the English system of juris- 
prudence, For many centuries the rule has 
prevailed, fostered by jealous courts, that no 
voluntary agreement could deprive the courts 
of jurisdiction. This rule naturally was adopted 
in American courts as a part of the common 
law. It was insisted that it could be abrogated 
only by legislative enactment. Under the laws 
already passed by Congress and the legislatures 
of some of the a an agreement to arbitrate, 
independent of intérference on the part of the 
courts, is placed, where it belongs, on the sume 
footing as other contracts. These laws simply 
declare compulsory an agreement in the con- 
tract that any dispute that may arise shall be 
arbitrated is enforceable. 

The method is no longer regarded as experi- 
mental. It has for years been employed in some 
European countries, and more recently in the 
two American states named. In New York it 
has had the effect of relieving the congestion 
in many of the law courts, and has greatly 
reduced the cost of litigation. But beyond this 
and the attendant relief from long delays which 
have been so often complained of, the great 
benefit has been in the certainty that absolutely 
just judgments will be rendered. The arbitra- 
tors chosen usually are those familiar with 
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conditions in the industry in which the dispute 
arises. Frequently in law court trials those 
selected as jurors qualify because of their com- 
plete ignorance of the matter under considera- 
tion. As frequently under the rules of law gov- 
erning these jury trials, designing counsel are 
able to prevent a disclosure of really important 
facts. As yet, it must be insisted, no convincing 
argument has been presented in opposition to 
the general adoption of the arbitration plan.

On the investment side of the movement the 
most recent statistics are furnished by that great 
emploving corporation, the New York Central 
lines of railroad. More than 41,000 employees of 
these lines in twelve states of the American 
Union and two provinces of Canada have be- 
come stockholders in the New York Central 
Ra‘lroad Company as a result of a special offer- 
President Crowley 
announced recently that subscriptions had been 
received for 96,900 shares with a par value of 
$9,690,000. The offering was of 35,000 shares. 
It was oversubscribed 176 per cent. In view of 
this oversubscription, the stock available for 
allotment has been increased to 68,747 shares. 
Before this offering of stock to its employees the 
company had 386,500 stockholders. There will 


now be 78.000, or more than twice the former

employees have become owners of its stock. 

In the direction of employees sharing in com- 
nanv management the Industrial Conference 
Board in a recent report said that more than 
S00 works-councils, or employee representation 
plans, covering 1,177,000 workmen, were in 
operation in the United States. There has been 
a practically continuous increase in these figures 
since 1917. During the last five years the num- 
ber of councils rose from 225 in 1919 to §14 in 
1924. 

The figures both as to investments and the 
growth in employee management are typical. 
Similar statistics are published from time to 
time, which show that the movements indicated 
are widespread and increasing in momentum. 
They show a powerful trend in industrial rela- 
tions away from conditions that existed a 
generalion ago. 

What do they mean? Do they not prove that 
employers and employees are discovering in 
growing numbers that the interests of both are 
mutual and not antagonistic? Do they not show 
that employers are more and more coming to 
realize that the payment of wages is one part of 
a process of exchange, and not the giving of a 
largess that entitles the one who bestows it to 
unreasonable or unfair dominance over the one 
who receives it? Does it not indicate that the 
workers, too, are getting a clearer view of their 
obligations as the result of the exchange of 
money for work? Are not the relations be- 
tween employer and employee vastly improved, 
with great increase in zeal and efficiency on the 
part of workers, as a result of the growth of this 
conception of exchange on even terms on the 
basis. of fairness? 

It looks, indeed, as if this “revolution” were a 
beneficent one that*deserved every possible en- 
couragement. 
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Now that the Tast member of the A. E. F. on 
overseas duty,’ Top Sergeant John J. Loftus of 
Hoboken, N. J., has returned from France, 
America should certainly feel entitled to real- 
ize that the war is’reallv and truly over. And 
might not the question be asked in this con- 
nection, with expectation of an affirmative 
answer, is it not about time that the term ‘“‘war 
tax” was eliminated? If, for example, the Goy- 
ernment feels that the theater tax still needs 
to be collected, well and good. But would it not 
be wise to stop calling it a war tax? It isa 
small point, perhaps, but at the same time not 
only does the frequent use of this phrase keep 
the war thought in consciousness, but also by 
furnishing a cause of irritation to many people 
it tends to do anything but make for “on earth 
peace, good will toward men.” 


One cannot but see as significant the recent 
action of the Senate of the State of Ohio in 
passing by thirty to four a resolution urging 
the Senate of the United States “to act favor- 
ably and promptly on the proposal for Amer- 
ican adherence to the World Court.” The reso- 
lution was made a special order of business 
and carried strong commendation to President 
Coolidge for the “bold and judicious stand” 
taken by him in favor of carrying out in this 
direction the pledge of the platform upon 
which he was elected. If the proportion of 
“aves” and “noes” in the Ohio Senate repre- 
sents in any wise the percentage of the senti- 
ment in the United States as a whole on this 
question, the technical aspects of the problem 
associated with actually “joining” should very 
soon find themselves satisfactorily provided for.

National or International Patriotism 


To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


A recent letter in your columns stated that the incul- 
cation of patriotism is one of the chief duties of Ameri- 
ca's schools. Assuming that this statement refers to 
national patriotism, from the light of present-day civili- 
zation how much wisdom is there in such an aim? 

On thinking over the question as_to why so many 
Americans look disdainfully upon international co-opera- 
tion, I have been led to think that the cause has its root 
in the elementary schools—that the cause is an early 
inculcation of national) patriotism. To parade American 
heroes only before the eager and tender minds of school 
children is to rouse national egotism and to lay the 
foundation of mental barriers against international un- 
derstanding. 

To be more specific, as a grammar school pupil I 
looked upon George Washington as the greatest general 
that ever lived: as a high school student, he became one 
of several great generals; as a university man, I see hit 
as a great general among many More than several. In 
other words, it has taken many years to judge my coun- 


try from without in, and not from within out. I venture 


' to say that if my education had terminated with my 
| graduation from grammar school. I should have believed 


to this day that the United States is superior to.all other 


| Nations in every respect. I should have become a perma- 


nent national snob. 

Of course, school children should ‘learn of the great- 
ness of their country and the heroism of its founders, 
but they should also be told of the existence of other 
great countries whose histories also glitter with heroic 
deeds. In short, the more sagacious aim should be an 
inculcation of international and not national patriotism; 
for that would lead to speedier international understand- 
ing, which, in spite of narrow-minded opposition, is 
forging its way to the forefront, slowly, to be sure, bul 
firmly.
